SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


The magazine entitled Aja’s 3-Way Party is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The magazine contains a photo story explicitly depicting and describing a range of 
sexual activity between two women and one man. In the course of these depictions, 
the publication places substantial emphasis on the participants' genitals, through 
devices such as showing splayed labia and placing women in contorted positions. 
Consequently the publication dehumanises the participants, and women in general, to 
a significant degree. The publication has the potential to be made widely available. It 
is intended for sexual arousal. In view of these factors, after the New Zealand Bill of 
Rights Act 1990 has been taken into consideration, the publication has been given the 
above classification. 
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
